There  will  be  two  main  entrances, 
one  on  the  .south  and  one  on  the 
north.  The  north  entrace  will  be 
approached  by  a circular  drive 
with  ample  larking  on  both  sides. 
The  south  entrance  will  feature 
a large  terrace  leading  out  onto 
the  mall. 

Each  wing  will  have  a stairwell 
at  the  end  with  an  entrance  on 
the  ground  floor,  and  there  will 
be  stairs  in  the  middle  of  each 
floor.  The  entire  building,  will  be 
air  conditioned. 

Contemporary  in  design,  the 
building  will  have  a 12-foot  re- 
cess on  each  side  of  the  top  floor. 
The  exterior  will  feature  pre-cast 
stone  of  a light  brown  shade  in 
keeping  with  the  rest  of  the  cam- 
pus. 

Plan  Pre-Cast  Stone  Exterior 

The  end  of  each  wing  will  be 
pre-cast  stone  in  an  off-white 
shade  with  one  half  of  each  end 
pierced  to  allow  light  to  the  stair- 
cases inside.  Little,  if  any,  brick 
is  to  be  used  in  the  exterior  of 
the  buldlng. 

DLsposition  of  the  Maeser 
Building,  which  will  be  nearly 
emptied  by  the  new  Administra- 
tion and  General  Services  Build- 
ing has  not  yet  been  determined, 
according  to  Sam  F.  Brewster, 
BYU  Physical  Plant  Director. 
Offices  Listed 

The  building  will  contain  the 
offices  of  the  University  presi- 
dent, administrative  council,  gen- 
eral counsel.  News  Bureau,  Grad- 
uate School,  Graduate  Placement 
Bureau,  Dean  of  Students  and  cor- 
relating offices. 

The  ground  floor  will  contain 
an  information  center,  offices  of 
admissions  and  records,  student 
housing,  food  services,  trea.surers 
office,  public  relations  office,  stu- 
dent program  bureau,  radio  and 
television  offices,  faculty  speak- 
ers bureau,  lyceums  and  musical 
offices. 

Feature  of  the  first  floor  will 
be  a large  bank-type  cashier’s 
office  with  teller-type  windows 
and  standing-height  tables  for 
quick  service  in  the  payment  of 
fees  and  tuition. 

Other  Buildirjgs  Planned 
Plans  have  already  been  an- 
nounced this  year  for  the  con- 
struction of  several  other  cam- 
pus buildings. 

A $4  million  library  will  be 
started  during  the  summer  and 
will  be  located  on  the  present  site 
of  the  North  Building,  which  will 
be  destroyed  after  spring  quarter. 

The  Student  Union  Building  was 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees this  winter.  It  will  take  three 
to  four  years  to  complete  the  $4 
million  structure.  It  will  be  lo- 
cated on  the  present  site  of  the 
Speech  Center. 

'Tu'o  More  Announced 
Dr.  Wilkinson  has  announced  in 
recent  assemblies  plans  for  a 
Business  Building  and  an  Indus- 
trial Arts  Building. 

The  Business  Building  will  be  lo- 
cated north  of  the  new  library 
and  will  run  in  a north-south  di- 
rection. 

According  to  a map  in  the  1959- 
GO  catalog,  the  Indu.strial  Arts 
Building  will  be  constructed 
south  of  W’ymount  Village  and 
east  of  the  Heating  Plant  and  Wy- 
mount  Chapel.

History  of  Y 
Whitewashing

“Oh  my  aching  biceps!”  has 
been  a common  Y Day  complaint 
since  the  block  Y was  first  laid 
out  in  1909  and  students  began 
hefting  whitewash  to  it. 

Both  faculty  and  students  have 
been  putting  unused  muscles  to 
work  since  plans  for  the  black 
letter  were  drawn  by  E.  D.  Par- 
tridge, professor  of  engineering 
and  the  Y Day  celebration  origin- 
ated. 

When  the  school  was  small, 
whitewashing  the  Y took  the  ef- 
forts of  the  entire  student  body. 
Faculty  members  cleared  the 
trail.  Freshmen  were  put  to  work 
hauling  water  from  the  stream. 
Sophomores  carried  white  wash 
and  then  mixed  it  iii  a hand-made 
trough.  Juniors  and  seniors  pour- 
ed the  whitewash  on  the  Y. 

The  first  reoord  of  the  Y on  | 
the  mountain  is  an  editorial  in  i 
the  White  and  Blue,  the  first  pre- 
decessor of  the  Daily  Universe. 
This  called  for  something  that 
would  let  passer-bys  know  that 
Provo  was  the  home  of  Brigham 
Young  University.  A Y on  the 
mountain  was  suggested. 

George  H.  Brimhall,  president 
of  the  university,  soon  acted  on 
this  suggestion  and  purchased  280 
acres  of  land  at  $2.50  per  acre. 

The  Y now  is  2000  feet  above 
Provo,  despite  the  fact  that  it 
seems  at  least  five  times  that 
far  when  climbing  to  it.  It  is  330 
feet  long  and  120  feet  wide.

NEW  ORLEANS— (UPD— The 
University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia and  Georgia  State  Teach- 
ers College  have  felt  the  sting  of 
NCAA  discipline.  And  other 
schools  charged  with  athletic  in- 
fractions may  be  dealt  with 
Wednesday. 

The  18-member  policy-direct- 
ing NCAA  council,  which  ends 
its  three-day  spring  meeting  in 
New  Orleans  Wednesday,  reject- 
ed use’s  appeal  to  have  NCAA- 
imposed  penalties  reduced.  The 
California  school  was  charged 
last  Jan.  7 with  illegal  recruiting 
practices,  while  it  already  was 
on  two-year  probation  for  illegal 
aid  to  athletes.
